The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 . A method for providing bed availability information to a user wherein the 
user identifies an available bed for a patient and further wherein the bed availability 
information includes information on beds at a plurality of healthcare facilities wherein the 
plurality of healthcare facilities receives the patient based on the bed availability at one 
of the plurality of healthcare facilities, the method comprising the steps of: 

providing a computer network; 

providing a database connected to the computer network; 

inputting bed availability information for a plurality of healthcare facilities wherein 
each of the plurality of healthcare facilities have beds for providing a plurality of types of 
medical care and further wherein the bed availability information is input into the 
database and is accessible by the computer network; 

providing a first access to the database for determining the available bed for the 
patient by the user of the database; 

inputting a medical condition of the patient into the database; 

searching , by a computer in the computer network, the bed availability 
information for the plurality of healthcare facilities in the database; 

matching , by the computer in the computer network, the medical condition of the 
patient in the database to one of the types of medical care to obtain the bed availability 
information of the plurality of healthcare facilities based on each of the plurality of 
healthcare facilities having beds for providing one of the types of medical care to treat 
the medical condition of the patient; and 
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determining , by the computer in the computer network, the available bed in the 
plurality of healthcare facilities for the patient with the medical condition from the bed 
availability information based upon the medical condition of the patient in the database.
